without a stimulant. His nights are 
not so restful as could be desired, but 
in the 24 hours he gets sufficient sleep. 
The weather, though not excessively 
warm, continues sultry and oppnssive. 
Much is hoped from the clear, bracing 
air which may be expected here at this 
season. 


LONG BKANCH, Sept. 9.—To day is 


conceded b v t h e surgeons and presi- 
dent's attefaants ss one of the best 
days he has had since he was shot. 
During the morning the surgeon, while 
examining tbe president, placed his fin 
ger dh the spot on tbe body supposed 
to be directly over the ball. The pa- 
tient experienced no discomfort from 
the slight pressure. It is not thought 
that the ball io its present location will 
inconvenience the president io the use 
of bis limbs. He is now able to raise 
bis right leg, which is nearest io the 
supposed location of the ball, as easily 
as the left.

Agnew arrived to-night, and entering 


the room he said, "Mr. President, you 
have improved considerably since I last 
saw yon." 
The president said, "Do you

Hamilton left this evening ; returns

improvement is likely to be permanent 
than the persons not so iatinutely con- 
nected. The aanranee of those having 
access to the room, however, that the 
president is much better than before 
leaving Washington, is very generally 
accepted and gratifying. The morning, 
although cloudy aad haty, is cool and 
refreshing, a gentle breeie blowing from 
the sea. 


Attorney General MaeVeagb, in an- 


swer to inquiries, said, in snbstanoe.that 
he considered the outlook of tbe presi- 
dent's ease encouraging, and, although 
there was every reason to believe the 
favorable condition would continue, he 
decided to wait a week or ten days be- 
fore entertaining the idea that he is 
convalescent At present everything 
looks favorable, and, of course, we hope 
that what has been gained, will be main 
tained and added to, but the difficulty 
is, the president's blood it in a very on 
healthy eondition, and until he recuper- 
ates sufficiently to overcome any bad 
effects of blood-poisoning, it is not safe 
to be too sanguine.

further interviewed Secretary Kirkwood 
to-day on matters at Long Branch. The 
secretary said that a cool breeze set in 
yesterday, and the reviving effect was 
noticed upon the president almost in- 
stantly; the doctors told him that if 
this cool weather lasts, and no new com- 
plications arise, the president would be 
out of danger in ten days. Ewerybody 
is satisfied that the hot spell is over 
there, and that pleasant weather will 
continue. The surgeons say they ap- 
prehend no new complications in the 
president's case. They eannot conceive 
of any new danger, and hence they feel 
most hopeful about him. 
The presi- 


dent has now a good appetite, and rel- 
ishes solid food. Secretary Kirkwood 
says that had the hot weather lasted a 
few days more, it would have killed the 
president. 


In regard to the report that the pres 


ident's lungs will be attacked, and that 
they are suffering from blood-poisoning, 
Secretary Kirkwood says he had several 
talks with the surgeons on that subject 
and they assured him it was not true. 
They said they had examined his lungs 
with great care, and they are sound, 
and are properly performing their func- 
tions. Everybody Is full of hope, says 
the secretary, and the president himself 
is delighted with tbe change, and be- 
lieves he it going to recover. Secretary 
Kirkwood says further that "the presi- 
dent maintains the ground he makes 
toward recovery by tbe seashore; that 
in Washington, what be would gain in 
tbe cooler hours of the night aad morn- 
ing he would lose during the heat of 
the day, but at Long Branch every ineh 
toward recovery is held, and that the 
president's progress is noticeable to all 
sround him." 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The weather 


here to-day.is more endurable than it 
has been for several days past. Vennor, 
the weather prophet, is here, and talks 
freely ol his predictions and methods. 
He says that Washington was aot in- 
eluded in any of his predictions for the 
summer months. The cool weather, 
with frosts, in northern sections, wu 
intended to apply to northern New York 
state and Canada KatL This, he ad- 
mits, is a little behindhand in it* arrival 
owing to the unexpected duration of the 
present heated term, but temperatures 
are to day falling in the section just re- 
ferred to, and a cool wave is likely to 
ensue.
